Applicants present amendments canceling claims and placing others in condition 
for allowance. No new issues are raised. 

Claim Status 

Originally filed claims 1 and 3-48 were pending. 
Claim 2 is canceled. 

Claims 11, and 12, rejected, are amended to correct dependencies. 

Claims 29 and 47 are canceled below in response to an objection. 

Applicants believe that claims 3 and 30 do further limit claims 1 and 27, 
respectively, in that the term in claims 1 , and 27 is "organic coating forming 
component". This term "component" encompasses more than "compounds" 
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as claims 29 and 47 read on. Text on page 4, lines 26-30 provide support, 
such as with phenolic compounds, as well as phenolic resins (line 29). 
Applicants believe that all of the reminaing pending claims are in condition for 
allowance, and earnestly await notice of same.
